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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. In 
particular the specification does not disclose how or what is meant by the walls of the 
package are "compacted" . However, it is clear that "compacted" portions of the top and 
bottom portions have less of a thickness than the non-compacted portions. For 
examination purposes, compacted sidewalls will be understood to have a smaller 
circumference than non-compacted sidewalls. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his inventbn. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such omission 
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amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See MPEP 
§ 21 72.01 . Claim 1 recites "a sidewall" and "at least the side-wall region of the 
container is compacted so as to be water impermeable" . It is unclear whether this 
refers to at least "a sidewall region" or whether this is intended to refer to the entire 
sidewall region. Based on Page 3 of applicants' specification, the examiner 
understands this claim to recite "at least a side-wall region of the container is 
compacted so as to be water impermeable". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Favre 
(US 5472719). 

8. Favre teaches "compacted" sidewalls (i.e. the lower portion of sidewall 1 in 
Figure 12a has smaller circumference than the upper sidewall), compacted lid portion 
(i.e. comprising the upper chamber with items 41 and 42 in Figure 12a) that is fused to 
the flange of the sidewall , and a compacted bottom (i.e. Item 2 in Figure 12a), wherein 
the sidewalls 1 , bottom 2, and top 41 are made from a non-woven plastic material with a 
paper/plastic water permeable layer (e.g. see items 42 and 43in Figure 12 a and 
Column 8 lines 17-22). and thus each portion of the cartridge is water permeable, in 
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part(See Embodiment of Figure 12a cited in Column 7, line 58 to Column 8, line 37 in 
light of the general description of Figure 2 in Column 4, lines 38-53). 



9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gesen et al. (DE 3504441 A1), Van Der Veken (US 3822013), 
Van Der Veken (US 3823656) .Gidge (US 3445237) also teach the recited structure (i.e. 
"compacted" walls, lid and bottom) of pre-measured infuser package. Zimmerman (US 
421 1 1 56) and Koslow et al. (US 61 031 1 6) teach "compacting" walls for controlling the 
amount of liquid flow through a filter. Kataoka US 20020035928 Al teaches compacting 
walls for storage.
